WASHINGTON _ TJPI) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower sent to Congress 
t o d a y a report 
acknowledging 
waste and maladministration in 
the foreign aid program and catl­ 
ing for steps to end it. 
The report also recommended 
that-nations receiving aid seek to 
guarantee increasingly h o n e s t 
government at their end. 
THE REPORT, prepared by a 
presidential study committee of 
former government officials, was 
transmitted to Congress by Eisen­ 
hower without comment. 
The committee, headed by Wil­ 
liam H. Draper Jr.. also recom­ 
mended long - range financing of 
the overseas development l o a n 
fund, a proposal that the Presi­ 
dent himself once opposed. 
CONGRESS HAS 
approved 
a 
compromise bill, now on the Pres­ 
ident'! desk awaiting his signa­ 
ture. which authorizes $3,556,200.- 
«00 in foreign aid spending during 
the current fiscal year. 
But the big foreign aid battle, 
in which charges of waste a n d 
maladministration will p l a y a 
large part, is still to come. 
PRESIDENTIAL committee said 
its members were "aware of the 
charges of waste and maladminis­ 
tration made in connection with 
our aid urogram.” 
It recommended creation of a 
single federal agency to adminis­ 
ter all economic 
aid programs 
now scattered throughout the gov­ 
ernment under general 
supervi­ 
sion of the State Department.

The resolution stated: 
"The Board of Directors of the 
Palm Springs Chamber of Com­ 
merce, after consideration of all 
the known facts relative to the 
selection of a site for the new jun­ 
ior college, are unanimously con­ 
vinced that an area more acces­ 
sible and centrally located than 
the Indian Weils Cove now under 
consideration would be the over­ 
whelming choice of the taxpayers 
that comprise the college district.' 


THE RESOLUTION also noted 
that "the success of a bond issue 
for the erection of the college 
rests entirely upon an intelligent 
site selection•'*

EDITOR’S NOTE: This Is the 
first in a serios on the proposed 
site for the College of the Des­ 
ert, utilizing material carried in 
this newspaper the past several 
days, together with the report 
to the college trustees by the 
Bureau of School Planning, Cal­ 
ifornia State Department of Ed­ 
ucation.) 
Indian Wells Cove or Rio Del 
Sol near Avenue 40? 
This is the basis of the con­ 
troversy now being conducted by 
officials of the junior college 
and Desert communities located 
east of Palm Desert. 
Location is a vital factor In 
establishment of a junior col­ 
lege—perhaps the most vital fac­ 
tor. And a district torn by dis­ 
sension prior to start of the col­ 
lege Itself—or even prior to vot­ 
ing of bond monies for estab­ 
lishment of facilities and acqui­ 
sition of land—could cause set­ 
backs for the board of trustees 


in its effort to Inaugurate an ed­ 
ucational program as soon as 
possible. 
This Is the roason for the state­ 
ment by the Bureau of School 
Planning that "new Junior col­ 
lege districts have had fewer 
acquisition and financing prob­ 
lems with sites and facilities 
when they have delayed the pur­ 
chase of a speeific site until a 
bond issue has been passed to 
finance site 
and 
construction 
needs." 
There has been no Implication 
by proponents of the Rio Del 
Sol site that they would oppose 
a bond issue if the college was 
located at Indian Wells Cove, 
hut the state office implies that 
this no doubt would happen.

What will happen In the future 
is difficult to predict but th e 
hoard has expressed Its desire to 
condemn the Indian Wells Cove 
site if necessary, and civic lead­ 
ers of Palm Springs.

MOSCOW — dJPB — Vice Presf.

Nixon 
arrived 
in Moscow for an 11-day good will 
tour today. He was

by

chorus of anti-Americanism led by 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev him­ 
self. 
Nixon and his pretty wife. Pat, 
were greeted warmly at the air­ 
port by an official party headed 
by First Deputy Premier F r o l 
Kozlov, but at almoet the sama 
moment Khrushchev was telling 
an audience elsewhere in Moscow 
that America is "interfering in 
Soviet internal affairs.” 


THE PREMIER, reacting angrL 
ly to President Eisenhower's pro­ 
clamation of "Captive N a t i o n s 
Week," said sarcastically t h a t 
Nixon should "come and have a 
look at the ’enslaved people' ga­ 
thered at this stadium.” 
Although n e i t h e r the PresV 
dent's proclamation nor the con­ 
gressional resolution that inspired 
it mentioned any nation by namo, 
Khrushchev and the Soviet prese 
were quick to identify it as an 
attack on Russia. 


"NIXON HAS asked to talk to 
o r d i n a r y people." Khrushchev 
said in a 40-minute speech to a 
Soviet-Polish friendship rally. "Ha 
thinks that as soon as they hear 
an American they will understand 
that socialism is evil and that 
capitalism is good. 
"Well, he can go to see any­ 
body he wishes. Let him bear whet 
the Soviet people think and say 


"When enslaved people want to 
liberate themselves, they get nd 
of the capitalist and exploiters. 
The capitalists regard as f r e e 
those countries where they could 
plunder and 
not 
be responsible 
lor their antipopular actions.” 


THE OFFICIAL Soviet p r e s s 
and radio also hurled denuncia­ 
tions at 
America, 
inspired 
for 
most part by the "captive nations” 
proclamation. 
Today's issue of the Navy news­ 
paper Soviet Fleet published an 
article, "Americans about Amer­ 
ica. 
quoting U. 
S. 
newspapers 
and magazines and the Congres­ 
sional Record to present a pic­ 
ture of hard times in the United 
States. 
The article referred to unem­ 
p l o y m e n t , job discrimination 
against women, and included a 
passage about 
Kentucky miners 
titled "hunger is an everyday re­ 
ality.”

in which Mitchell has placed him­ 
self as a one-man fact-finder. Fin­ 
negan told newsmen t h a t his 
statem ent of last week that there 
can be no quick or easy solution to 
the strike "still stands." 
Monday’s meeting will be t h e 
first meeting of industry and un­ 
ion negotiators since 500,000 basic 
steel workers went on strike at 
midnight July 14.

To Pay for Board Mistakes 


Ar, Interesting dilemma it> facing the 


Palm Springs Unified School District 


Board of Education — one which may 


cost the taxpayers between SÜUU and 


51, UOO. 
It can't be blamed on ignorance, al­ 
though . . . 
It all started when vacation schedules 
of board members «ere approved. It 
seems that everyone wanted to be gone 
during the early part of August—and 
approval was given for all so desiring 
to leave the state. 
But there happens to be a definite 
time for the budget to be approved, al­ 
so during the early part of August. And 
a quorum of the board must be present 
to take official action. 
One member of the board is in Eur­ 
ope. another in Hawaii, a third in Texas, 
and a fourth in the State of Washing­ 
ton, leaving only one here. Three are 
needed to officially adopt the budget, 
and make last minute changes if they 
so desire. In years past very few if any 
of the district voters have shown suf­ 
ficient interest to attend the budget 
hearing, so the quorum of three w^Juid 
be sufficient to go through the routine 
adoption of the previously discussed 
budget. 


But the way it looks now two mem­ 
bers will have to return from long dis­ 
tances to attend the budget hearing. 
And by a seldom used but still effective 
section of the school code they will be 
eligible to apply for reimbursement of 
travel expenses. 
They do not have to apply, but they 
are eligible if ordered back by 
the 
board president, according to a ruling 
by County Counsel Ray Sullivan. 
No, you can't cali it ignorance, but 
you can call it poor judgment to allow 
the situation to develop. 
Men administering the multi-million 
dollar school district here— who request 
the voters to give them this charge— 
should be able to arrange their person­ 
al affairs better to avoid placing an 
additional burden to what has been 
termed a difficult year ahead. Board 
members have approved raising the tax 
rate to the maximum, and even this ac­ 
tion will not provide sufficient funds to 
maintain proper care of facilities. 
We do not believe that the voters 
should be forced to p a y for travel ex­ 
penses, if they are requested. 
As a member of a former board com ­ 
mented, “there has been no need for 
such consideration in past years, and 
there should be no need now.’’

Obviously, you need good nerves 
to attempt entertainment on so 
large a scale. Warm friendships 
are an asset, said Miss Brobeck in 
an interview, because the lack of 
hired help leads a h o s t e s s to 
count on friends and family for 
assistance. 
If one friend is a restaurateur, 
you're in luck. He can lend uten­ 
sils for quantity cookery, includ­ 
ing enamel pots or crocks, which 
are preferred to metal containers 
for both salads and iced bever­ 
ages. 
Or you can borrow equipment 
from your church. 
Except for a mixed salad, fea­ 
turing chicken or potatoes, t h e 
author suggests do - it - yourself 
dishes. 
For instance: platters of cheese 
and cold cuts, with side dishes or 
jars of pickles and relishes, mus­ 
tard, mayonnaise and Thousand 
Island 
dressings, 
and 
whipped 
butter, which can be refrigerated 
until mealtime and still spread 
easily. 
Provide assorted b r e a d s for 
sandwich fans, and buttered rolls 
or buns. 
Skip fish and seafood for sum­ 
mer parties outdoors. They spoil 
too easily in warm weather. 
Fancy canapes take too long to 
prepare. So for the cocktail hour, 
stock up on ready-made snacks 
— crackers seasoned with com. 
cheese, celery, poppyseed and ses­ 
ame seeds. T h e s e nibblers are 
good alone or with a cheese dip. 
Add potato chips, mixed salted 
nuts and macadamia nuts. 
Make an edible table decora­ 
tion of a melon bristling w i t h 
cheese cubes on toothpicks. 
All olives, mixed pickles and 
cocktail 
gherkins 
s h o u l d 
be 
speared on picks in advance, said 
Miss Brobeck. "because g u e s t s 
tend to re-use picks unless each 
snack comes with its own.’’ 
L o c a l products 
— 
fruits 
or 
melons — make the best dessert 
for a big outdoor party, she said. 
Watermelons can be cut in ad­ 
vance. and the individual slices 
wrapped in cellophane and put to 
chili in tubs of ice. 
A showier d e s s e r t , if you've 
time to make it. consists of wa­ 
termelons filled with diced fresh 
fruit. Slice lengthwise "lids'' from 
melons. Scoop out meat in large 
cubes, drain the shells and refill 
with melon chunks mixed wi t h 
other peeled, diced fresh fruits, 
such as pineapple and peaches. 
Wrap melons airtightly and chill 
in tubs of ice. 
Soft drinks can be cooled Ihe 
same way, and served in the bot­ 
tles with straws. 
You can even serve ice cream 
if dry ice is av ailable to keep in­ 
stitutional size containers w e 11- 
frozen until mealtime. 
The cost for such a large-scale 
party? 
It depends on actual number of 
guests, the locale, 
and 
whether 
you're 
entertaining 
with 
soft 
drinks or something more potent.

To Original Plan 


By a three to one vote, with 
Supervisor Paul Anderson absent, 
the Board of Supervisors reverted
